On Sunday after the Veteran fair 
there was a heavy rain of several 
hours’ duration, Its effect on the 
crop of grain will not be as much, 
however, as the improvement wiil 
now be more noticed in the gardens 
and in the growth of pasture and feed. 
But it will help the grain that escap- 
ed the frost to give a better yield. A! 
few more similar showers will permit 
plowing and extensive preparation this 
fall for next year’s crop. 

The prosperity from former years 
was revealed in the cirgle of autos 
that surrounded the judges’ ring.

Canada freeze this winter because of 
lack of concerted action on the part of 
the public to get in supplies of soft 
coal immediately, was the statement 
made here by C, A. Magrath, Domin- 
ion fuel controller, Il-e desired to 
impress on Western consumers the 
urgent necessity of getting soft coal 
now. The seriousness of the situation 
did not seem to be appreciated, he 
declared, as evidenced by the fact that 
the domestic coal was not being pur- 
chased in sufficient quantities and he 
could not emphasize too strongly the 
danger of actual suffering in the cold 
months if action was not taken at) 
once, 
“I particularly desire to draw atten-! 
tion to the fact that the allotment 
for the Canadian West as announced 
by Mr. Peterson, the deputy controller, 
while in Winnipeg recently, is entirely 
contingent upon the coal geing avail- 
able in the United States,” said the 
fuel controller. 

“Since last April the allotment of 
anthracite coal for Canada has been 
cut by one million tons.
